I built a Pixie as my first radio, and I have yet to make a contact on it. 
On the other hand, my Emtech NW40 with a cut-to-fit dipole gave me contacts 
all over the western U.S. while I still didn't have a very good ear or a 
very good understanding of balancing volume, bandwidth, and tuning to get 
an intelligible signal (not that I do now). 


I love my Emtech and wouldn't recommend any other, but that's only because 
I have never used any other QRP rig. I'm sure, though, that any of the 
low-price single-banders would be a better choice for a first rig than the 
Pixie. 


Looking back on it, it would probably be best to start with an old QRO rig, 
such as my TS-520S, which I love as much as my Emtech and which cost less 
than $300. However, the Kenwood doesn't have the CW filter installed, 
which is a bit of a pain, and if I had started with it, I might have gotten 
hooked on phone and QRO from the beginning. 


The idea of borrowing a rig (or maybe even renting one) from a local ham is 
probably the best idea. I've only been in this racket for a couple years, 
but I get the idea these hams are the friendliest bunch of guys around and 
it wouldn't be hard to find somebody with an old rig in the basement who 
would love having the attention of showing you how to set it up and start 
making contacts. 


I think the Little Rock callsign server will let you search by zip code. 
That way, you can find the names and addresses of all the hams in your 
neighborhood. Once you have that, call around and ask advice. I would bet 
that if you just explained your situation and asked for advice, you'd 
probably be offered a loaner without asking before you'd made too many 
calls. 


In any case, good luck and hope to see you on the air.

Hi Gang, 


One o' these days, I'll return to a somewhat normal lifestyle (ha!) 
and get down to just one job instead of the job-and-a-half I have now. I'm 
taking time away from work this Sunday afternoon (while an FPGA design 
compilation crunches along in the background) to make a public comment 
regarding the latest QRPp. Yup, I did receive my copy late last week here 
in NorCal territory, but rather than offer yet another data point for post 
office tracking purposes, I thought I'd do a mini-review. 


Disregarding my general aversion to superlatives for the moment, I am 


simply astounded by the fantastic quality of this issue! The 2N2/40 is 
going to be a fun rig to build. What strikes me most is 'Heathkit' quality 
of the drawings and instructions. Paul, NA5N, is a true artist! Interested 
builders should have at least a 99% chance of building a working rig just 
by soldering up the parts to duplicate the illustrations alone. To 
paraphrase the movie, "If you build it, it will run." Very little is 
assumed here. From illustrating the Manhattan technique to detailed 
instructions for winding toroids, this is one great construction issue for 
newcomers. Seasoned veterans should have a great time building this 
respectable rig as well. 


Not only is it possible to build a working qrp rig from scratch, but 
there's plenty of important design information provided, the why's and 
how's of the circuitry. I found the "2N2/40 on the Test Bench" sidebars 
very informative. They offer a peek into the inner workings of the 
subcircuits that you don't normally see in construction articles. I 
remember a long time ago when I was a ham wannabe and read construction 
articles in QST and the ARRL handbooks. I always wanted answers to the 
question "Why did they do it that way?", but they were never obvious to me 
back in high school. 


On page 20 of of the latest QRPp, there's a pretty clear explanation 
why Jim Kortge, K8IQY, chose to include C15 in the VFO buffer tank 
circuit. Not only that, but the significance behind the decision. The 
question, "So what if C15 knocks down the 2nd and 3rd LO harmonics?" is 
clearly addressed. 


Even the circuit description portions go into such explanations, as on 
page 18, as "Type 7 cores have the best temperature characteristics of any 
of the commonly available cores. ... What frequency drift occurs is 
downward... To compensate for this drift, a negative temperature 
coefficient capacitor is employed, C12a, which moves the frequency upward 
with increasing temperature." This might be obvious to folks who have 
some experience in designing and building their own rigs, but not to the 
newbie. 


The brief PSpice analysis offers further detailed information into 
the details of the rig's operation. Not only that, it offers a glimpse of 
how to design, build and test a virtual circuit without getting the 
soldering iron warm. This is a great introduction into current engineering 
practices and allows one to try out various designs quickly. Did I mention 
how the it's possible for a newbie to understand the inner working of the 
2N2/40? 


I can't forget to mention Preston Douglas's, W2JV's, step-by-step 
2N2/40 building article. Although he beat us to the punch by obtaining 
insider information, there's a wealth of information in his article as 
well and it probably helped shake out some mistakes from the draft text. 


In summary, this issue sets a new standard for construction article 
quality for publications to come. Of course, nearly the entire issue of 
QRPp was devoted to just one rig, something we probably won't see again 
for a while. Even if one choses not build the 2N2/40, the information 
presented is invaluable in helping diagnose or modify other rigs for 
better operation. IMHO, this issue alone is worth the annual subscription 
cost. 


Jim Kortge gets a tip o' the hat for a stepping up to the plate, 
coming up with a workable rig and doing a fine job documenting it. Of 
course, Wayne Burdick deserves credit for throwing down the guantlet and 
issuing the original challenge. My personal thanks go out to Doug 
Hendricks and Jim Cates, two folks behind the scenes who made this issue 
happen in their own direct and indirect ways. Can't forget Paul Harden, 
who I'm sure spent some bench time with this design, illuminated Jim 
Kortge's text, set the type and printed and bound the issue. Did I mention 
he's an artist? Thanks too for Preston Douglas proof-building 2N2/40 
serno #2. 


Well the compilation's been done for some time now and I gotta 
run. Standard disclaimers apply. I'm just an enthusiastic NorCal member.

Right now it goes between 2.5 and 7 MHz. It seems like much above 6 MHz 
it gets a bit unstable. I wound the coil a bit large on an empty film 
canister. I plan on experimenting with a few different coils. The cap is 
one section of a surplus air variable, about 350pF. 


> What "catches" did you find? 


The "manhattan" construction can be tricky if you don't plan well. 
Things can get a little tangled. Also it is very sensitive to hand 
capacitance. I actually used my hand to fine tune SSB stations ;-) 


Also, mine does not seem to want to kick into oscillation too easily. 
I'm only getting 1.5 volts on my "regulator" so I'm going to try to bump 
that up to 2 volts and see if it helps. Also I think my LM386 layout 
could be better as the audio amp will oscillate on its own. 


When I finished it, it would not oscillate at all. I started at the 
beginning and separated the stages, one at a time, and checked the 
output on my scope. I had no way to couple my cheap RF generator to the 
input so I just twisted a couple of turns of wire around the antenna. 
Each section worked, and it worked when I finished, so I'll assume that 
I had a bad solder joint on there somewhere. 


I didn't have a 10 microH rf choke, so I wound 5 turns on an FT-37-43 
toroid core. 


I do get some AM bleedthrough (in spanish) which can be quite annoying, 
but aside from that it works ok. Every time I build something from 
scratch I learn a bunch. I'm looking forward to doing the 2n2 rig, that 
should be an education in and of itself ;-) (Thanks Jim!) 


Like Paul has told me before, "its no superhet", but simple and fun one 


day project.

Hello All: 


Wayne's idea about revitalizing the 80 meter band struck a chord with me. A 
couple of times over the past few weeks I've set up on 3.560 MHz and called CQ, 
but found no takers. I find there isn't much of in the way of signals on 80 CW 
these days except for RFI from those darn high-speed modems. They operate 
between 3.512 to 3.542 MHz, and were installed by cable outfits as link between 
the cable and the phone line, and by homeowners who didn't have an extra phone 
line for their PC. These modems have completely obliterated that portion of the 
band here in Tucson. The rancorous carriers are 10 to 15 dB over S9 on my 
OMNI-V, and nearly over load my HW-8 when the RF gain is cranked open. 


I am interested in hearing from others in the QRP realm who are having the same 
problem. Even though 3.512 to 3.542 MHz are not our traditional QRP 
frequencies, the harmonics can be a problem for the QRP call frequencies. In my 
case, there is a particularly loud and troublesome one that falls right on 
7.040 MHz, and I even hear them up on 20 and 15 meters. 


Ed Hare, W1IRFI, has a great deal of information about these high-speed modems, 
on the ARRL web page at: 


http: //www.arrl.org/tis/info/rfiteljx.html 


Ed and I have conversed and e-mailed regarding this problem and I am carefully 
working to find who is responsible in this local. It turns out that the company 
that originally installed the modems here in Tucson sold out to another outfit, 
so things are bit more complicated. 


Meantime, I'll still be pounding out CQ on 3.560 from time to time.

I'll keep this short. 80 meters is the best band we have, bar none, for the 
following useage: Local and regional communications during the daylight hours. 
There are NO skip holes. It is like an intercomm, with even a watt or less. 
Disaster communications (the foundation reason for ham radio) is almost all 
done on a regional or local level. 

My ‘grab-n-go' rig is a Pixie 2, and the entire station, batteries, key, 
rig, antenna, and coax all fit in a M-16 amo pouch (4 inches square by about 8 
inches high) and weighs 1.5 pounds. I deploy it, including antenna 
installation, in 4.5 minutes. It is even submersible, as the rig is enclosed in 
a NBC decontamination box, which is water tight. 

I'm all for the idea of increasing the useage on 80. I'd like to see a 
contest or demo or something that highlighted this aspect of 80. Any ideas out 
there?

Harris HA, RCA CA, 
etc. Quickly scanning the IC and semiconductor lists in a readily 
available distributor's catalog, say, Digi-Key as an example will give you 
a feel for the territory staked out by various manufacturers. Parts 
originally made by one manufacturer may have identical part numbers or may 
have a slight twist when second sourced by other manufacturers: something 
with a 741 in it and eight pins ua741 1m741 mc741 ad nauseum, is probably 
going to be a basic opamp. For transistors and diodes, the American 1N and

standard JEDEC registered parts have no information contained in the 

part #, aside from recognizable series 1N4001, 1N4002, 1N4003,...1N4007, 
or 1N4148, 1N4149,1N4150,...1N4152. In contrast the European Pro-Electron 
series BFR91 as one example, uses the prefix letters to describe 

basic properties or application areas. Similarly, the Japanese JIS (or 
ETAJ?) part 

numbers 2SA.. 2SB... 2SC... etc. often truncated in marking ( 2SC1234 
marked as C1234) gives some 


clue as to the properties. The worst ID problem I know is the markings on 
SOT-23 surface mount transistors. Insufficient space for a manuf. logo, 
they often have only 2 or 3 letters and numbers. Not all manufacturers 
maintain lists of their own marking codes, so the search requires some 
luck. Here, I have one next to this keyboard-- 2TG. The G isn't quite 
straight, so is it a 2T with a bin G Hfe selection? With only an ohmmeter, 
it looks like a PNP or two diodes-- any takers? I always need to look up 
these details, but 

it's nice to have a way to guess what's in that junk pcb picked out of a 
box at the flea mkt. By the way, If you encounter semiconductor databooks 
at the flea mkt., think about buying good (not necessarily the latest) 
ones. For example, National Semiconductor has 

very good application hints in most data sheets, and also collections of 
application notes useful for ideas, whereas Texas Instruments data books 
have virtually no applications information in the data sheet, just tables 
and graphs of parameters. Philips, Siemens, and SGS-Thompson are a few 

of the European manufacturers selling in America. Here in Silicon Valley, 
databooks are always 

seen at fleamarkets, but keep in mind, they are usually given away free to 
typical engineers in the area, so, they better be rather inexpensive. I 
would guess that manufacturers will send free databooks to almost any 
industrial academic, or other business address. If they ask, remember you 
are actually using these parts, not collecting doorstops. 

Another area is the proprietary or customer specified marking. The ECG and 
NTE cross references may help. Hewlett-Packard part numbers are readily 
identifiable, example 1820-xxxx IC's, 1854-xxxx NPN, 1853-xxxx PNP. They 
even publish lists of commercial equivalents.

Hello all, 

have you seen the report of the North Carolina / Germany Event some weeks 
ago ??? We did it using SMITE as a rig with power down to 250 mWatt!! At 5 
Watt level it was a no problem contact (If you try it the right time. For DX 
BOTH ends MUST have darkness in the opposite direction. What I mean is: If I 
try to connect a 5000 miles and more distance station WEST of me, the area 
EAST of me must be dark AND the area WEST of my partner also must be dark. 
Thats only a small slot, but so it works. For a California _ Europa contact 
that should be sometime around 4 to 5 oclock UTC I think. 


Personaly I did lots of QRP QSOs during night time at QRP level on eighty 
using different type of balanced feeder antennas. I never had success with 
coax driven antennas on 80m, but starting with the 2*10m up to a double Zepp 
2*41 meter it workes great with symmetric feeders and IMHO thats one of the 
secrets of good 80m Antenna. Use a symmetric feed. And it is easy to do this 
on QRP levels because it is so easy to have a symmetric tuner WITHOUT balun 
(Balun IS a compromize) I used a homemade Z-Match and just a few days agou I 
got a ZM2 by EMTECH and found it the best choice!

Charles, 


The standard dipole formulas are at best only rough indicators of proper 
length. THey are not precision formulas at all. 


Actually, the impedance for any given dipole length tends to vary with the 
actual height above ground in terms of fractions of a wavelength. It does 
not smooth out until well above 1.5 wl height. 


So the best construction procedure is to make the initial dipole somewhat 
long and besure that the ends can be accessed for trimming. Then bring 
the dipole to the desired length in terms of having a good match with the 
coax line being used. 


When one uses parallel feedline and an antenna tuner, the length is not 
critical, since a match at the antenna/feedline junction is not the 
desired result. Rather, one only needs the impedance presented to the 
tuner terminals to fall within the component limits of the tuner. In this 
kind of installation, the antenna can be used on all bands above the basic 
one.

Good morning all! 


I couldn't help responding to the posts re 80m. About Christmas time 
last year, I became aware of the source of several trash digital 

signals on 40m. They were the 2nd harmonic of so-called wireless 

modem jacks installed by TCI locally for interfacing their digital 

cable TV to the billing centers via telephone lines. The devices 
themselves are manufactured by Phonex in Midvale UT. We have been 
working closely with TCI since then and they have most (but not all) 

of their modems replaced. As it turns out, using them at all was just 

an interim solution to their digital TV billing issue which is now being 
done via the cable itself. A few related issues remain, however. 

The replacements for those devices are down around 3.1 MHz. I have heard 
a 3rd harmonic on 30m (there goes another band...). Also, there are 
modems out there in the 3.5 - 3.55 MHz range that were NOT from TCI. 

In particular, I traced down one that was purchased at COSTCO and 
putting out a S9+10 signal on its second harmonic. The source was 

about 100 yards from my antenna. When TCI finishes their efforts 
locally, we (some local amateurs who care about cw) will be making 
various sweeps with mobile rigs to find any remaining units. The TCI 
efforts have taken the racket on 80m cw (low end) down from many,many 

at S9+30 to an average S7-8 with just a few peaks at S9+5. 


To the op in Tucson: contact your local TCI office and ask (insist!) on 
talking to the Installation Supervisor. They have the mandate to clean 
their work up. Insist upon it! Get in touch with other hams throughout 
your town and have each of THEM call TCI. Locally, TCI has been making 
sweeps in a 1-mile radius around each ham WHO CALLED THEM. 


I had an occasion to operate last February in the ARRL DX test down 
in Orange County. They are NOT TCI territory. The 80m band was spotless 
and I worked many mults on 80 cw (no, not QRP). 


Which brings up a final comment. With the increasing urbanization of 
our fair land, coupled with CC&Rs, neighbors, planning commissions, etc. 
it is not surprising that bands requiring 135' wires for antennas are 
languishing. I personally have never had an 80m antenna up although 
back in the tube rig days I used to check into the OEN (an AM net up 
home in Oregon) using a 40m dipole! I intend to put up something on 

80m over the summer and do some 80m work. 


Let's all put something up in the air that will radiate on 80m and 
push the Phonex wireless devices out of the band. 40m will always be 
my favorite but 80m can be a great place for a ragchew.

Hey y'all - - 


I mentioned here three or four weeks ago that I had bought an HP-427A 
analog voltmeter at a hamfest. If you're in the market for test 
equipment, I can highly recommend this particular model. The 427A is a 
FET input meter with a 10 MegOhm input impedance. I gave ten dollars 
for mine, in as-is condition, but that's probably below average. If 
you have a choice, pick up one with option 001 installed. This option 
is easily identified by the AC connector on the rear panel. The base 
model(without option 001) is battery operated only. The battery used 
is an EverReady 22.5 volt dry cell, which is still available, but a bit 


pricy at $22.50 each. In my use, however, this meter will be mainly a 
bench meter, so the battery is not an issue. I'm going to measure the 
DC current drawn by the meter, and think I can probably use three 9 
Volt batteries in series when I might want battery operation. The 9 
Volt batteries would not have the life of the 22.5 Volt battery, but 
should be ok for occasional use. 


DMM's are great, and I have a couple of them, but there's times when a 
good high impedance analog meter will beat them hands down. Take the 
example of when you're trying to peak or dip a circuit. (Remember 
dipping the plate??) Try doing that easily with a digital meter. An 
analog meter is simply easier to use for this. 


VOM's, like the Simpson 260 or Triplett 630 series, are very usable in 
many instances too, but you have to be very careful to understand the 


error that can be induced by their low input impedance. 


The FET input meters, like the HP-427A, are basically a solid state 
version of the old VTVM's.

Many digital ohmmeters won't show a diode's forward resistance 
(it shows as "infinite" resistance) because the forward voltage of about 
Q.6v is offscale. On some digital meters, only a FEW of the resistance 
scales will measure a diode's forward resistance. Much of the Fluke 
series (including the Fluke 77) have a specific scale designed to test 
diodes. 

If you don't have a meter that reads diodes properly: 

You're better off rigging up a series resistor (somewhere between 
4700 ohms - 10K ohms) to your 12v DC supply, in series with the diode. 
Then use the meter's voltage scale to measure the diode's forward voltage 
drop. 


*xIMPORTANT!* NOMATTER how you match diodes, make sure they're all at 

the same temperature! Handling a diode will conduct heat into the silicon 
chip, and raise its temperature slightly. This will affect their 

measured resistance, and foul up your matching efforts.

Speed is NOT the key to working DX. There have been MANY times when I hear 
a "rare DX" sending 25+ words a minute. I just send DE WB5RUE K and I'd say 
9 out of 10 times the DX will slow down to my speed. If you can only copy 
15 WPM then send at 15 WPM and see what happens. A DX station is much more 
likely to respond to clean, slow code than to fast sloppy code.

3M "Artist Mount" is ideal if your hands are a bit shaky, since you can 
easily lift the paper and move it in case you didn't get it quite right the 
first time. 3M "Super 77" is more permanent, but is a bit harder to work 
with. Both are aerosol sprays available at most art supply stores.

I've used 3M's Super 77 adhesive with good results. My panels are 
painted an almond color as a matter of personal taste. A side benefit is 
that adhesive yellowing won't be noticeable. I've never developed a spray 
technique that applies such an even coat that there are no air bubbles 
present once the transparency is applied. To solve that problem, I use a 
wallpaper seam roller, about an inch wide, and flatten out the glue/ 
transparency. A bit of the adhesive does bleed out from the edges, 
so be ready to clean it up with some solvent.

Most (not all...) DX stations will try to drop their speed down to the 
speed you use calling them. But the fact remains that they would prefer 
to go full bore. In my experience in chasing DX since become more active 
in 1994, I have taken the challenge to improve my receiving abilities 

to the speeds used by DXpeditions and in DX contests. Do two serious 

DX contests and see if your speed, both copy and send, doesn't pick up 

a bunch. 


While a DX op will generally slow down for you, it tends to be an 
aggrevation to them if they are either running a DXpedition or in 

a DX contest. If they could have two high speed Qs in the time of your 
single slow one it would be to their competitive advantage. If you 
cannot send cleanly at that clip, then preload the exchange in your 
memory keyer and crank the speed up when you send it to them. (You 

DO have a memory keyer, don't you??? a Tick 3, for instance, is very 
modestly priced) 


One can become trained (RUFZ, etc.) to pick out callsigns at speeds 
much higher than one could send conversational code. That fact is 


relied upon by these ops. 


Stop "whimpering" and give it a try. You might like it! I did.

I am returning to CW after many years of absence and 
am currently working on getting my head copy speed up to 30 WPM ( im not 
even close yet ). I have noticed that most CW Ops do not cut the speed 
down to my calling speed or answering speed. On the positive side the 
faster speed is a challenge to copy and helps improve my speed. However 
if the CW Op send too fast, I just sit there in bewilderment, picking out 
only a small fraction of the message. Now if you like if you like to send 
info that can't be copied ( it's like talking to yourself), speed on! On 
another note, if your sending speed is so fast you can't help but make 
mistakes, then slow down.

I am old enough to 
remember when Popular Electronics used to publish tube designs with 
schematics and "pictorials" which were wiring diagrams with the parts 
pictured in "free space" to show how to wire up the project. The art work 
here is at or above that level. Plus the teaching, illustrations, examples, 
spectrum analysis, and how-tos. Man, he's good. 


And Doug's setup, editing, and plain hard work. 
I am proud to even be in that magazine. Thanks, guys for letting me play.

Just 
because you might be able to copy 30 or 35 wpm (puff puff) doesn't mean 25 
is "slow." I can copy, for short periods, 40 WPM in my head because I 
learned to listen for words and not letters (and I've been doing it 25 years 
now). There's NO WAY that I can write that fast so I take notes as I copy. 
I think lots of hams do that. We should be here to encourage hams to get 
their code speed up and not beat them down just because they can't copy as 
fast as you. I agree that the FCC made a big mistake with the no-code tech 
license but we shouldn't beat up on them (techs) because they took advantage 
of that mistake. Encourage new hams don't belittle them because they are 
green. Do you remember your first QSO? I do! I answered a guy that was 
sending faster than I could reliably copy because he was a DX station. Yes, 
my first QSO was a DX station. He was very patient with me and slowed right 
down to my speed. I do agree that in contests and pile-ups all bets are off 
and the fastest fist usually wins.

for illuminating the meter. Well I took some voltage off the back of my 
rig and plugged in the bare phone plug to illuminate the meter and ZAP! 
went my power supply. I hit ground before the plug seated correctly. 


It was a bad zap and my power supply required trouble shooting and 
fixing.

I'd like to make an observation about code speed and 
etc.... 


Speed is all in the ears of the beholder! 10wpm seems 
fast when you are at 5wpm but slow when you are at 20wpm. 


Everyone seems to remember that it's concidered "proper" 
to slow down for the slower operators and I agree with 
that. 


But please don't forget the "rest of the story" as Paul 
Harvey would say. 


It is also "proper" to answer a CQ at the same speed the 
caller was going. This means that if I call CQ at 15wpm 
you should not call me at 30wpm. It's easy for us all to 
agree with this..... 


But if I call CQ at 30wpm should you call me at 15wpm? 
Adjusting speeds is a two way street folks! 


However, in our modern day socity, there seems to be 
something wrong with even thinking that we should have 
to work hard to improve our skills! 


So while I have no problem with slowing down for those 
who are working on their skills, keep in mind that part 
of the whole picture is improvment! 


There is nothing to keep most people from copying 25wpm 
code and writing it down on either paper, computer or 
just in your head. All it takes is time. A little bit 
every day. 


While there are some who don't want any part of what they 
call "fast code", most would like to get up to "fast code", 
whereever that happens to be for us! 


And take this to heart....QRPers seem to have a MUCH better 
attitude toward self improvment than any other group I've 
ever seen before! So pat yourselves on the back and slide

Bill, 


The antenna in question is a version of the helical dipole. A helical 
dipole can be of any length so long as the combination of inductance 
ditributed along the length and the length of wire itself permit loading 
on the band of choice. 


The WorldRadio version at 24" diameter seems a good choice, since the 
bigger the individual turns and the wide the spacing, the higher the gain 
of the antenna. Also, the bigger the diameter of the turns and the more 
wide spaced they are, the greater the vertically polarized component to 
the signal. 


The key to an effective 80 meter signal from a horizontal antenna is 
height--even from a helical dipole--unless one is striving for near 
vertical incidence skywave (NVIS) propagation. A home version of the SLV 
with such ground radials as one can lay down might be a good alternative 
antenna. One can nest a 1/4" rod in a 3/8" tube in a 1/2" tube in a 5/8" 
tube, etc. of Aluminum (all available at such places as Texas Towers, for 
one) with the PVC base coils shown at the NORCAL site. While not the most 
efficient, due to base loading, it provides an alternative elevation angle 
for signals and may prove useful some nights. The all aluminum top 
section is also applicable to portable use, since the sections nest for 
storage and toting and do not require a wire run up an insulated rod. 


A simple base-load vertical will work and provide contacts--I used an 18' 
base-loaded vertical sold by World Radio long, long ago--I think made for 
them by HyGain judging by the diameter reductions in the tubing. [In fact, 
used to work GSN (GA CW traffic net) with it before changing QTHs to one 
with too many pine trees for that antenna. Similar antennas can be placed 
inside PVC to disguise them as flag poles, clothes-line supports, etc. 


For base loading coils (or center loading coils for short dipoles), the 
best shape is a 1:1 ratio of diameter to length--or even higher for the 
diameter relative to length for max coil Q and lowest losses in that 
department. For home use, no need to make the base-loading coil too 
compact. A larger diameter coil of fat wire (soft copper tubing with the 
spacing between turns about equal to the wire/tubing size) maximizes Q. 
One can make a copper tubing coil form from crossed pieces of plexiglass 
with the edges indented to hold the tubing. With the plates a bit over 
sized, one can drill holes and then saw off the plexiglass through the 
holes to create a nice even pattern of indents for the turns. 


Nothing in this note is newer than 1935, except that I have substituted 
plexiglass for bakelite. 


Lots of 80-meter options. Good luck in designing the one that fits your 
QTH.

>a DX contest. 


Drop speed? Not hardly. Brutal thing to say, but 99% of the time it's 
not going to happen. Is it right or is it wrong? - Maybe - maybe not, 
but that's the way it is. 


Who wants to work the DX station? - YOU do. 

What do YOU have to do to work the DX station? 
Learn to send and copy YOUR call at 30+ wpm - or what ever speed 
the DX station is using. Not real hard with a memory keyer and 
I can copy my call 15-20 wom faster than I can copy anything else. 
Realize that no matter how loud your signal or how (forgive the word) 
puny your signal is, you are going to get a report that looks like: 

<your_call> 5nn k That's it. Push the next memory button that 

sends <DX_call> 5nn k That's all. DX says R, dit-dit, or something 
and goes on to the next one. 


Is it right or is it wrong? - Maybe - maybe not, but that's the way it 
is. You want the QSO, the new country, the QSL? 


There is an option. Take a day off work, school, etc during the last 
days that the DX station is going to be there. Listen to him/her until 
there are no takers to his/her CQ. Call him/her at your comfortable 
speed. Chances are he/she will slow down. 


I'm going with a group to St Paul's Island the end of May, and assuming 
everything goes as planned, Thursday night May 27 I have 7040 reserved 
from dusk till there are no more QRP'ers left to work. During that 
time I'll be matching the speed of the responder and I most likely will 
be around 20 wpm. St Paul Island is on the top 100 "needed list" 
published by ARRL, so it's a chance to work a new one 2 X QRP.
